"Metal Mike" L at the helm. 
This marvelous automatic steeisman is 


a development of the gyroscopic compass, 
the invention of Elmer A. Spem—a 
compass that invariably indicates the true 
Xorth Pole not the magnetic pole; a com- 
pass that is absolutely unhindered by 
outbide influences, ns the magnetic com- 
pass whose 'power is derived fiom the 
t,ame law that spins the earth in its orbit. 


To understand this apparatus one must 


have a notion o£ what the gyroscope L» 
and why it acts as it docs. 


In the middle nineteenth century I,«on 


Faucalt, 
French 
scientist, 
discovered 


that \\lioipu bod}' is rotated in space it 
tends to «pm always in the same plane. 
A Tmer<»rmii'3 force holds it =0 that, other 
tlia.^s being1 equal, its axis is always in 
the same position. This is why a child's 
hoop does not fall 
The force, which is 


called '•ngidit\ in space' or ''fixity if 
plane." le^t^ the- eflorts of other forces, 
such as gi.wity. to tilt the revolving body 
out of its plane. The greater the speed 
of rotation, the greater strength of this 
l^u'c' 
Now the atiu/ing thing about rigidity 


in space i- the fact that the plane of ro- 
tation has nothing to do with the earth on 
which the gvioscope is spinning. 
The 


i!e«iuh is itself revolving, so that u wheel 
jmounled and spun would constantly be

P>nt to an obseivcr on the earth it 


would appear as though the gjioscope 
had moved, and, relatively to the earth, 
thib is exactly what happens. If vou set 
a g\ioscope in molion so that it would 
run for twenty-four hours, and watched 
it diiiin" that tune, jou would see it make 
a complete re1 olution about one of its 
;IM=-; in lact 
\<>u could fasten a pointer 


to it and thus make an absolutely accu- 
rate clock. 


In slioit the guoscopc, by virtue of its 


rigidity in sf ace, Ls set free from the 
earth, 
Eelatively to space, it does not 


move: but 
the earth moves in space, 


therefore relatively to the earth the, gyro- 
scope inoves. 


.Now suppose we take our gyroscope 


and force it to leave its plane of rota- 
tion. Let us fasten a weight to the bot- 


., torn of the ring which contains the spin- 


ning wheel so that gravity will always 
keep that ring perpendicular 
to tho 


earth. "What will happen? 


When you spin a hoop and want to 


make it turn a corner you do not apply 
the force to a point half way between 
the ground and the top of the hoop- 
that is. vou do not try to alter the posi- 
tion ot the hoop with respect to its verti- 
cal axis. You press on the top of tha 
hoop as though vou were trying to push 
it over—that is, you try to alter its po- 
sition -with respeei to its horizontal axis, 
to puch it out of its plane of rotation. 
But the hoop is supported by the force 
of its rigidity in space, because it is s 
revolving object, and the result of your 
push is to subject it to two forces at once 
—tlie force holding it in its plane nnd the 
force of jour push. This results in the 
hoop's changing direction in the desired 
way. 
Yon must compromise with the 


force of rigidity in space. The change 
in direction is called "precession." 


When we put n weight at the bottom 


of the suppoiting ring of the gyroscope 
we apply • constant force tending to 
pnll it from its plane of rotation. The 


revolution of the eatth makes tho gyro- 
scope try to turn over once in tvventv- 
four hours: the pull of (lie weight will 
not let it. 
Hut the gvrosCope ib iiee to 


move in any direction except that in 
which the weight holds it; therefore it 
f'pj ecesses"' exactly as docs the hoop. 


j.Iow, by the laws of ph\sics, piecession 


alvvavs takes place at right angles to the 
applied force, as we saw in the case of 
the hoop, vou push it around on its hori- 
zontal axis and it tmns on its vertical 
axis. The weight pulls the gvioscope at 
right angles to the meridian lines; there- 
fore the gjroscope piece^ca till its axis 
lies along the meiuhan line—which is tho 
same a& .saung that the gvrobcope with 
a weight attached will always have its 
axis rti tm.'ng north and south. 


In the actual gyro-compass, as Mr. 


Sperry calls his instrument, the heavy 
wheel of the gvioscope 13 rotated at a 
speed of about SGOO revolutions per min- 
ute by a poneiful clectiic motor which 
is incorporated in the spinning wheel. 
The gjro-scope is mounted on svmbals, 
the same as the ordinary compass, to keep 
it liori/oninl when the ship rolls. 
Tha 


gyroscope has a compass caul attached 
which mo-'-es inside a fixed framp. 
A 


mark on this frame, called the "lubber 
line," indicates the bow of the ship, and 
the card, always pointing true north, 
shows the cour-e in relation to this line.

vel that it i?, control that even more 
marvelous machine, the automatic helms- 
man, 
''Metal Mike." 


Let us start from the actual wheel 


which controls the rudder. 


This" whrel, in other respects exactly 


like the familiar one, is connected by a 
sprocket and chain lo a powerful electn* 
motor. 
The motor has a revering ai> 


tachment controlled by two switches. 


These switches are magnetically con- 


trolled by n sjstein of contacts on the 
edge of the card of the gyro-compass. 
One contact operates the go-ahead switch; 
the other operates the reverse. 
On the 


ring surrounding the compass card is a 
trolley wheel, edged with gold for better 
electrical contact. WKen the ship is on ita 
true course the trolley re--te between tho 
contacts, making contact wuh neither, and 
the motor is motionleos. Should the course 
vary, the movement of the ship is com- 
municated 
to 
the ring, which niuvea 


around the caul the latter of course re- 
maining in the north south pObition; con- 
tact is made and the motor turns, bring- 
ing the wheel back to its proper position. 


The action is like a governor; the dis- 


tance between the contact is so small that 
a variation of a sixth of a degree will 
start the apparatus. "Metal Mike" can 
steer a ship clo-er to her true course then 
a human helmsman and his responses to 
conditions occur at the speed of elec- 
tricity. 
Numerous 
compensating 
de- 


vices are included so that the rudder will 
not b« turned too sharply against a heavy 
sea and to eliminate the possibility of un- 
due .strain.

The subject of weather has supplied 


tho3e who follow the sea with an.abun- 
dance ot lore. In calm weather a sailor, 
but never under any circumstances a 
]{ind=m,in, may whistle for a breeze from 
Saint Anthony or Rain^ Xicholas, and 
got it. Once the bree/.e does come and 
the ship is under way woe betide sailor 
or landlubber who dares purse his lips 
and pipe forth.

weather. Tbe chief duty of cats aboard 
ship was to keep down the rat popula- 
tion. As a rule cats were not fancied 
aboard a craft.

Jack, 


'every black cat carried a gale in her 
tail." 
On some ships cats of any kind 


were not tolerated because of their storm 
bringing proclivities. Foreign cats were 
worse, too, than the domestic kind. Cats 
were sure 
indicators of 
approaching 


storms for then they would become unus- 
ually frisky. This condition was brought 
about through atmospheric conditions, 
but superstitious Jack easily conceived 
that the cats controlled the weather. Por- 
poises by their playfulness and its de- 
gree were also classed with the natural 


Mention of snakes aboard ship was 


taboo and the worst kind of luck would 
follow if otic ivere brought aboard. Rab- 
bits and pigs rank with black cats as 
creatures of ill owen. 
Pigs, however, 


were not always in fhLs class-, being often 
carried to supjM1}' fresh meat, in which 
case the bad hick all went to the pig, 
unless he proved to be unusually tough. 
By observing the twist of a pig's tail 
weather wise tars could tell exactly hovr 
the weather was to be during the follow- 
ing 21 hours.

prominent in Jack's lisi of superstitions. 
The bird is the reincarnated soul of dead 
sailors, according to his theory. The be- 
lief in the ability of the seagull to fore- 
tell storm is strong. When these birds 
flock shoreward it is said to indicate the 
approach of a storm. When a ship puts 
to sea if.' a gull flies between the main, 
and nvuen ma'-ts fair winds Trill be the 
order. If the bhd pass between the foro 
ftnd main limits, however, then ill winds 
will follow. 


Killing of the albatross, or any sea- 


bird that comes to the ship, is one of tho 
mo;-t terrible of crimes. Should an alba- 
tross alight on a ship while it is under 
way a storm will surely t'ollwv. Killing 
a bird that has actually aliirhled on :i 
ship will positively insure the distinc- 
tion of the vessel.

-of blood whore some one hit him —ith 
a club or a bullet just misled spoiling 
the show. 


"It makes great stones, but unless 


you're drunk when jou see your first 


hilaration reading about them in later 
years. I don't have to read about 'em 
to remember how they were son. Xo 
sir! 
All I have to do is to close my 


eyes tight on a stormy rainy night and 
the whole business just comes hopping' 
right back in front of me and I feel 
side at my stomach and I light the 
lamp and reach into the closet and 
take a little something to scare away 
the goblin" and cheer me up. 


"]->ni of late years I don't conjure 


rp those scenes anjmore. I haven't 
»inthing left in the closet, son. 


''I remember my first one better 


than the others. It was in Sonora, 
and I was sober, so it took good and 
stuck. 


''I don't remember just how it all 


" started, but I think that one of the 


gay young blades m town made a visit 
to the house of a Mexican girl. She 
•was naughty, but she was also mar- 
ried. Now. son, let me tell you some- 
thing that I have observed during the 
last eighty or ninety years: It is like 
feeding jour Ford with nitre-glycerin' 
to snuggle up to a married woman in 
her own house unless her husband 13 
dead. 


"Am how this Mexican girl had a 


iusbaml, and he wore sou shoes, or 
else the Ameiieano didn't hear well. 
First thing that kid knew that jealous 
Mexican husband had tried to blow a 
hole through him, but the gun missed 
fire and the Lid ran. lie bumped into 
the sheriff and the sheriff wanted to 
know all about ii. The kid just blurted 
out the whole thing. 
Now m those 


dajs a Mexican was counted as of no 
use to anyone unless he was digging 
onnt gold for on Americano. 
They 


were an unwelcome lot in the male 
gender, but not so unwelcome in the 
feminine. 
So the sheriff and hib man 


•went up to the cabin, searched it, bnt 
found no one there. The girl denied 
that any trouble had occurred or that 
anv husband had been around. 


"The sheriff bad gone out the door, 


Lut 1..- JLappu.u1. lo loo!, back from !::<= 
position at the bottoin of the steps. 
And Ihen he turned and went right in 
again and pulled Mr. Mexican out 
f'-om under the bed. 
ITe was ft real 


desperate character, had two or three 
re-uiUcrs, a double barrelled gun, and 
Boiih 
1 Bowie knives. 


"A couple of weeks before 
five 


Mexican-., had robbed a place at Campo 
Se'o and this fellow answered the de- 
scription of one of them. 
So they 


took him io Campo fieco and tried him 
there and he got bis sentence in a 
hurry. To save time Ihe next day they 
concluded they would give him an hour 
»nd a half while they hunted np & 
minister if one was around. 


"Rut 
that was a crafty Mexican. He 


the ringleaders that if they -would 


send the rest of the fellows out of the 
room he would tell them something. 
So they did as he wanted them to, and 
he confessed to other murders and 
things and gave the names of his gang. 
That's the wav the Mexicans were in 
those days. They would betray their 
grandmother sometimes to get out 
from under. 


"To be sure that he was not lying 


alive till morning. They caught some 
of his ganj; and the}- also confessed. 
But that didn't help him any. 
They 


decided to hang him the next morning 
just the same. 


'•The Mexicans were pretty much 


aroused. They got e\ery villain in the 
country to come to the lynching. 


''They stood the Mexican on a barrel 


with the noose around his neck. 
He 


talked to the crowd and said that may- 
be he had stolen & few things, and 
walloped a few Americanos over the 
head, and shot up a few others, but he 
did not think he should be hung. Xo 
sirec! He couldn't see it their way 
at all I 


"Some one yelled, 'We ain't got any 


right to hang him! 
Let the officers 


of the law do it.' 
The fellow that 


yelled was one of those entitled to a 
noose too; but it started the question 
all over again as to whether they 
should or shouldn't do it. 
Half the 


bunch yelled for the stretching and 
half yelled for a virtuous rope. 


"Then they began to draw pistols 


and I thanked my lucky stars that I 
was a, shorty and quick at worming 
my way through the mob. But no one 
shot anyone. While they were wran- 
gling a bunch of fellow a a-huis<_ba..k 
came tearing into the crowd, and 
cvtryone was bus^v for a minute keep- 
in or "away from those broncos' hoofs. 


"Then" one of them got up in his 


fiiimips and said he would pledge bis 
own life that the prisoner would be 
produced for a legal trial if they 
would deluer him to the sheriff. 


"While he was getting rid of his 


speech a wagon was sneaked 
in 


through the crowd, and all at once the 
Mexican was dumped into it and with 
the sheriff and some deputies in it to 
protect him they scooted for Sonora. 


"But a mustang is faster than a 


span of mules on a wagon, because a 
mustang can cut across country, and 
son, there was some bunch of mus- 
tangs headed for Sonora mighty quick 
after thcl w.ijr.vn sturted. They went 
right across the hiUs and they beat that 
wagon in by several minutes, I am 
telling you. 


"Sonic fellows got hold of a big tin 


pan or something that made a lot ot 
noise and tore up and down the sti'cet 
until everyone was out and asking 
•what the row was all about. 


"One of the men got on a box and 


told the crowd what had happened m 
Campo Seeo. He pictured that Mexi- 
can as the concentrated essence of hell 
and asked the crowd to help hang him. 
Everybody was willing. 
He called 


upon a bunch to meet the sheriff at 
the entrance of town and take Uie 
prisoner away from him. Everybody 
was not so willing just then, bnt 
enough were. So thay stationed them-

selves just up the hill bide there and 
•waited anil when the sheriff and dep- 
uties came up they closed in on him. 


"The sheriff liked his official title, 


and he reah/ed, son, that he would 
rather have it painted on his office 
door than carved on his tombstone; 
hut he had to make some showing or 
it wouldn't be either plaee. 


"He whipped up the mules and tore 


along the road towards the jail. Every- 
body liked the sheriff, or his successor 
would have taken office the next morn- 
"ing. 


"In Uie excitement the wagon struck 


a post or stump and sturk. A deputy 
grabbed the Mexican by the neck and 
started through the eivek towards the 
jail door. 
But one of our crowd 


tackled the greaser and hung on. This 
slowed up the procession, and gave 
another big husky a chance to get in 
front of the jail door with two six 
shooters in his hands. 


''When Mr Mexican and the deputy 


snived Mr. Deputy found that two 
Colts beat six locks, and he threw ur 
the «.pon'_T> and the Mexican was turned 
over to the vigilance committee. 


"Right up to now it was terribly 


exciting to me. Beat a dog fight into 
the middle nl' next week. 


"But when they took him out under 


a tree and the rope was thrown over 
the limb and a sailor called for to make 
the noose, it suddenly got real seri- 
ous. 
He wanted a priest. 
One was 


found somewhere and they said he 
would have to have his sins off his 
chest in fifteen minutes, and they held 
the watch on him too. 


"I guess he never reached his little 


sins, for he was still telling them to 
the priest 'when the time was up. When 
the leader snapped his watch shut the 
boys grabbed the rope and when his 
hand went up in the air the Meiiean 


suu'ted to leave the ground anJ be 
went right on up until he was above 
our heads almo-4. 


"When I saw that Mexican's face 


appear above the crowd it ga\e me nn 
awful creepy feeling, son, an aw i'ul 
creepy feeling. HP wasn't much, .nis-t 
a greaser, but I couldn't help but think 
that anyhow he was n hum.in, and ruav- 
be it hurt him jiiot as much as it would 
}ou or me. 


"E^ery time T see a hemp rope un- 


twist, even if it lies loose on the 
ground, I get a chill up by backbone. 
Lynchings are allri«ht ma\be, and they 
had to have them here in those days or 
a jot of BS would have been planted 
with a whip-sawcu board at our head. 


"Don't ever attend a hanging, son. 


it (SOn't du Vou lihy guuil, iivf it T<ull i 
do the fellow that is hanmng any good 
either. Take it from a man who has 
seen a few, keep away, son; then if 
your stomach i 
1- °ut of kilter smne 


night jou won't sec those fellows in 
your dreams dangling down from 
heaven, thi'ir faces all squinny like, 
their knee- all kinked up and their 
hands grabbing at the air. 


".And their eyes! 
My God, their 


ryes! How they haunt you! 


'•Say, son. let's talk about something 


more pleasant. What's it cost a bottle 
down in Sacramento now?" 


Lest I may have conveyed the wrong 


impression of the Sso-p. let me say that 
he is one of the most wholesome men 
I have ever met, with a very keen «ens« 


o£ humor; a man will educated before 
he came hern, although I belii-vc tli.u 
education was mostly self-acquired. As 
A penman his wrumg, e\en today, is 
jtlmost like copper plate. 


Although I have not seen him for a 


\i«r or,more, if he is still living he is 
now over 105 3 ears old, a marvelous 
example of die survival of the fittest;

Columbus armed on this side.

Irish have first claim as it was James 
Tvieli. rnn1 or of n pi way. Inland, that 
is first noted in history, lie was a 
wine merchant; he had a son; he sent 
his son to Spain to buy a cargo of 
•wine. The senoritas were too much for 
the boy. 
They came high but he had 


to haie them. The re-ult was the same 
then as today; the son went broke, lie 
bought the cargo of wine on credit, 
asked that the seller accompany him 
to he sure he received payment. 
At 


sea he dumped the Spanish merchant 
ovei board to conceal his defalcation 
from his father. 
In time the disap- 


pearame of the Spanish caused an in- 
vestigation, the boy was accused, found 
guilty and condemned to be hanged. 
His father, being mayor, was judge 
and with his own hands carried out 
the sentence of the court bv hanging

About 1687 a Judge 
Ljnch w.i-, 


a>.kcd to suppress a series of piracies 
that were ruining American commerce. 
They gave him frc-e aw.ij, and he usrd 
it. 
lie paid little atuntum to law 


or its forms, but he w;is ju-t ai-coiuing 
to his eomictsons, and once tliO'-c con- 
victions decided a mai.'s tnult he was 
strung up immediately. 
That makes 


at least two bona fide Judge Lynches 
•with a plausible record. 


Everything eonbideic-d, it is most 


likely that the term as u-ed in Cali- 
fornia was brouoriit overland /rom Ken- 
tucky, where John L\neli, a n;Uhe of 


Boone. There he ft as cho=i-n enkf of 
twelve jurors to try all casc=. Xo liw 
was used, just hard common burse 
Een.--e. sprinkled 
with justice. They 


took into considcratiiion conditions as 
they found them, and sentenced accord- 
ingly. Xo jails were available. <=o the 
sentence usually consisted of imme- 
diate death; or from tweuu me to one 
hundred lashes; the shaving ot the 
Lead, face and eye-brows and banMi- 
ment of the prisoner tor all time: or 
sometimes he was branded with a hot 
iron; SOTHO e\cii having their ears sliced 
off close to their head. 


There wa.s no time to be wasted over 


an extended jail sentence. Practically 
the same conditions confronted the 
early miners, with a still more power- 
ful reason for o'in k results onre the 
culprit was found guilt} ; for every 
minute meant a large loss to the miner 
•who happened to be working a placer 
claim that was producing a pound of 
gold a clay. 


Tn California there were three classes 


of men engaged m the lynching of their 
fellow wrongdcters'. First came the dis- 
orderly mob that lynched just for the 
brutal pleasure they received watching 
a human being strangle and writhe at 
the end of a rope; then there was the 
half organized crowd made up of the 
more respectable element, who realized 
tli.it summary justice must Et times be 
meted out that society, even as crude 
as was theirs those daysj might exist 
st all.

vigilance committees vho'e purpose 
w.-is to

"Twenty-five miles below town a 


man's body was found near the river 
with a lariat twisted tightly aro.ind 
his left wri'-t, neck and shoulders; his 
legs tied together with a large black 
sdk handercbicf; a deep knife thrust 
was under the left ear, another gash 
w.i-. over the left eye. All his pockets 
wetc turned inside out. Xot identified. 


"A body was dis-co\ered today tied 


in tin, limb of a Uco. "\\luLin_r hi, v,.ia 
nnirdired for his money or lynched for 
wionsrdoing will ever remain a mystery. 


"Just a little wa\s from the Yuba 


river the body of a immleied man was 
found, 


"At Xtvacla (City) a hor^e thief was 


whipped by the, irate cili/cas and put 
to hard labor in a claim until he had 
dug uut cle\en ounces of gold to re- 
pa\ that amount which he had stolen. 
(Ju<-t nhat became of the horse or how 
much lufk the piisoner had while try- 
ing to find that ek\en ounces in that 
di-lnct was oveilouked by the Trans- 
scnpt's correspondent.) 


<-A monte dealer got into a scrap 


with a bettor. 
The latter accused the 


monte dealer of f nd<ring and started to 
rectify the matter with his six shooter. 
Hr> w,-.= a hickv enmbliT. w.is that 
monte man, he escaped without a 
scratch; but the innocent bystander 
was pretty well represented in the re- 
mits three homer earned to their cabins 
for repairs." 


Evidently 'the innocent bystander' 


counted for little in thos-e days, for no 
action was taken against the shooter. 
As a matter of fact there was much 
less lynching in the northern mines 
than in the southern district. 


This may be due to the fact Uiat most 


of the gamblers and hot heads were 
attracted to the southern mines through 
the fabulous reports of immense finds 
made there in the river beds. 


Sonora and Mokelumne Hill •were hot 


beds of crime in the beginning. 


On Christmas day, '51, at Mokelumne 


Hill Jimmie Campbell, full of good 
Scotch cheer, mounted a mule belong- 
ing to a Chileno and rode off. 


Xaides, a friend of the mule's owner, 


also a Chileno, stopped Jimmie and 
remonstrated with him. 
Jimmie re- 


sented naiing his pleasure interrupt- 
ed. 
He reminded Naules of this by 


smashing him in the face with his 


and further emphasized it by 


drawing his Bowie and buning it in 
Naidcs' heart. 


NViidf"? was a knife wieldcr himself 


and though one was still sticking in 
his heart as he f<Jl. his instinct caused 
him to pull his own and with that 
deaJly fl'p known only to the Latins, 
he sent his knife after Campbell, 
Xolhmir but e sudden twi^t of the 
mule sa\ed the Scotchman. The knife 
missed and buried itself twenty-fine 
fei-t tin (her on in the wall of the old 
Empire Hotel, ]Ust recently, I under- 
stand, torn down. 


Jimmie dncr his heels info the mule 


nnd got over the hill, by which time a 
lot of Clulenos had mounted horses 
and caught up with him, all "shooting 
wildly. They missed Jimmie but con- 
nected with a goodly number of 'uano- 
cei'ts." 


The 
bystanders became incensed. 


They didn't know who was to blame, 
but as Jimmie was being pursued they 
blamed their troubles on 
him and 


joined in the chase. 


They caught Jimmic, he was tried 


on the spot, found guilty of murder 
and sentenced to hang. 
Xo one had 


a rope handy so they decided to take 
him back to town to the legal authori- 
ties for action; especially when they 
found he had killed nothing but a 
Chileno. The real crime in their eyes 
was the /ittuiipi to --u:>l the nuilc. 


As they got to the top of the hill 


some ore in the crowd suggested that 
as he had killed no white man that he 
be allowed to go. 
Tt was euihu-ias- 


tically "ayod" by (he whites and as 
Jimmie was also willing, he was soon 
free. 


Xow this was holding the local 


judge in coirtunpl. 
He couldn't see 


the joke at all. The sheriff didn't 
either: they went on a still hunt for 
Jimmie and carried him to jail. Jim- 
mie loved them both in drunken ardor. 


In the morning he awoke, noticed a 


different set of bars from those be 
had seen the night before and his 
" 'ighland'' blood ro«e right up and 
the madder he got the stronger be- 
came his nnns and shoulders. When 
it wfhoi' the prmvr «tT»e Junm.e 
walked out and disappeared. 


1 his was~considered an ins-tilt to the 


whole town, so everybody joined in 
the chase and again Jimmie Campbell 
wa^ caught. 


They tried him on the ppot, not for 


killing the Chileno but for stealing 
the mule. On the testimony of some 
three hundred eye witnesses he was 
found guilty of stealing a mule and 
forthwith sentenced to hang. 


This tune plenty of rope was handy. 


Jimmie swung. 


A j'ear later the MuU'lumnc Hill 


vigilance couinnttce was asked to as- 
sist in finding the thief who was rip- 
ping open 
tenl-s and stealing the 


miners' gold. 


The committee met and appointed 


five men to play "possum" around th« 
diggings. 


For 
several days thereafter five 


very disreputable, dirty, lazy wallops 
hung around the canyon. 
They were 


beastly drunk all the time and lay 
around on the side hills, out in the 
sun, and even so dead drunk that pne 
lay half in the rher for two or three 
hoin s. 


How they lived no one knew. All 


that the miners could learn was that 
they weiu paralyzed druuk all day 
and all night. 


But paralysis sometimes goes quick-

covered who was doing the cutting 
and stealing just about sundown one 
e\enin«,'. 


He had no difficulty slitting tha 


tent, going jn and finding the little 
yeast cans full of gold dust, but as he 
stooped to go out the rent in tha 
canvas and rose up he looked straight 
into the open muzzles of two full 
grown Colt six-shooters, and behind 
their triggers he saw one of the par- 
alyLics that had been lying stretched 
out dead drunk up ihc hillside as the 
Mexican came down. 


But there was nothing paralytic in 


his actions now. 
Keeping the tbie£ 


cohered with one gun he raised tbC 
other and bang! bang! a short pause 
and bang! again awoke the echoes 
throughout the river canyon, 


Like magic the miners came in from 


all points. 
They knew the signal of 


the 
vigilance committee 
and 
each 


wanted to be in at the finish. 


The other four drunks were the first 


to arrive. As the miners came up they 
saw Uie thief and the evidence in his 
hand. To haie attempted to drop it 
would have meant instant death to 
him and he knew it. 


lie was readily recognized as a bad 


hotjihre who had served several mouths 
in the chain gang at San Francisco. 
His character had no white spots on 
it, not even a yellow streak, as after 
events proved. 


Somewhere in this Mexican's ances- 


tral tree there had been one of Spam's 
proud dons, somewhere in his makeup 
there was still lhi=> latent strain of 
poise 
and absolute 
indifference ta 


fate. 


The crowd discussed law and order, 


expediency and 'let's have it over 
with now." The ''Let's have it" were 
in the majority, popular sentiment 
was with them; the prisoner was told 
he was to swing high, but that as it 
FJVK— TITC RUNNING March 10 
was near supper time, and lynchings 
were notoriously disturbing to the ap- 
petite, they told him they would pObt» 
pnne tne jou tiii monuiig. 


The Mexican received the inform** 


tion with cool insolence and indi(Ter- 
ence; asked for a gnod bed, a bottle of 
£»ud bruiiJj, a good breakfast and a 
priest if one was handy. 


All were given him; a strong guard 


detailed to watch him. 
He went to 


bed, slept soundly. 
Got up at uay- 


bre.ik; w».-hed, cleaned himself 
up, 


asked for a cigar, lit it; requested that 
he be allowed to walk 'o the tree. They 
granted 
his request. lie 
marched 


quietly and composedly to a place 
under the limb; nonchalantly puffing 
his cigar, blowing the smoke high Tip 
into the air. 


As they slipped the noose over hie

Xevada. a local wag thought it a clever 
hit to label the photograph of a group 
of prominent citizens "Vasquez nn.l his 
friend- " 


Born m Montciey, he was a \ei\ \i tuig- 


man \\ hen he began operating- as a. hurse- 
rliief in Santa Clara, Mercpd and J?re=uo 
counties. When, in 1357, he and a com- 
rade wore arrcsteJ, tlie comrade turned 
State's evidence, and Yasquc-i was sen- 
tenced to five years at San Queiitin. In 
less than two years he had e!=c.ii«t], in 
company with, other prisoners overpower- 
ing the guard and obtaining his kc-\s. 


Within two months he was arrested at 


Jackson for horse-stealing and returned 
to San Quentin, where he rsina.utd until 
1863. 
Sometime in the following year an 


Italian butcher was murdered at Enri- 
quila. Several Italian witnesses were in- 
terrogated at tie coroner's inquest, and 
Vasquez, as the only man in the little 
settlement who could speak both Italian 
and English fluently, was chosen inter- 
preter. The in\ estimation elicited no ma- 
terial facts, which is not surprising, since, 
as it afterward developed, the interpreter 
was the man who had killed the butcher. 


Vasquez left Enriquita shortly after 


the inquest, and was enjoying a ride near 
Mount Diablo, when his horse stumbled, 
throwing him and breaking him arm. A 
wealthy Mexican rancher chanced to wit- 
ness the accident, and, although Yasquez 
was a s! ranger to him, took him to his 
home. Vasquez, always a plausible ras- 
cal, gave his name as llafael Moreno, 
just from Mexico, and without funds. 


Attracted by his pleasing manners, his 


host invited him to remain until he re- 
covered. That recovery was retarded by 
the presence of the host's pretty young 
daughter, Anita, who fell in love with 
the bandit. Vasquez rewarded the rancher 
for his kindness hv stealing the girl. The 
enraged father followed on his fleetest 
horse, wounded the bandit, and recovered 
the girl. 


Stealing women was merely an avoca- 


tion with Vasquez; stealing eattle a busi- 
ness. The sheriff of Sonora eounty took 
him, in January, 1867, to San Quentin, 
and there he remained until June, 1871. 
He resumed his avocation by eloping 
with the wife of his friend, Abelardo 
Salazar, of San Juan, but soon tired of, 
and deserted her.

with Salazar at San Juan shortly after- 
ward Vasquez emerged with a bnllot- 
wound in the neck.

and one of the posse were seriously 
wounded. 
Still the bandit was able to 


mount his hor0e and get away. 


By fsdl his wounds had healed, and he 


visitod his niece and her consort, Jose 
Castro, who ran a saloon not far from 
Hollister. He induced Castro to join him 
in robbing the San Benito stage, from 
which the} secured a rich booty. 
As 


usual, the ultimate bad luck was all with 
Va«quez' partner. 
Castro was caught 


and lynched, hut Vasquez got away. 


Early in 1873 he became the guest of 


Abdon Leiva and wife at Cantua ereek. 
Here he organized a new lodge of the 
Ancient Order of Road Agents, with 
Leiva, Clodorea Chavez, and two other 
light - riding, 
light - fingered 
brethren, 


Moreno and Gonzalez. 


After a number of unimportant hold- 


Tipv. they planned to rob Snvder's gen- 
eral merchandise store and bar at Tres 
Pmos. 
Leiva and 
Gonzalez, arriving 


there fiist, awaited the other three, who 
•were slightly delayed by stopping to rob 
the New Idria stage, which they chanced 
to meet on the way. 


The bandits ordered Eteyder and five 


others who were in the store to lie down 
and 
he bound. 
Barney 
Bihury, 
a 


shepherd, blundered in, and Gonzalez 
pointing a pistol, ordered him to join 
the rest. Instead he ran, but a bullet 
from Moreno killed him. A lad, chanc- 
ing to pass, heard the shot and ran, but 
('have/, pursuing, knocked him down 
with the pistol butt, and dragged him 
into the store. 


At that moment, Teamster Bedford 


drove up. 
Chavez, with pointed pistol, 


ordered him into the store. 
Bedford, 


slightly 
deal, 
and 
uncompruixmuing, 


turned to run, when Chavez shot him 
dead. Attracted by the uproar, Lcander 
Davidson and wife, who conducted « 
hotel near by, appeared in their doorway. 
Leiva ordered them back, and they obey- 
ed, but, as they closed the door behind 
them, Yasquez fired and killed Davidson. 


Snyder's store looted, he was taken by 


Leiva to his home, where several hundred 
dollars was found. 


Vasquez, Chavez, and Leiva and his 


wife struck out southward. At Elizabeth 
Lake, Los Angeles county, Vasquez sent 
I-iciva oil an errand. Leiva, returning un- 
expectedly,, discovered that Vasquez has 
resumed his avocation of stealing women. 
Leiva drew his pistol but was overpow- 
ered by,, Chavez. 
Vasquez refused to 


fight a duel with Lefvnj who thereupon, 


taking his nife widi him. vent to Los 
.Angeles. 


There he bin-rendered to the aheuff and 


ga\e Jura valuable information. In the 
meantime Vasquez located Mrs. Leiva and 
persuaded her to desert her two small 
children and elope with him. 
Months 


later Vasque/, reali/ing that her pres- 
ence added to his risk of recapture, de- 
serted her in a mountain wilderness. Sha 
was almo-t dead of exhaustion and star- 
vation when a farmer succored her. 


A'a^quez and Chair/ took in a new 


partner, Androlio, and the three visited 
the cabin ol a shepherd in the Cholame 
Vallc}. 
To show their appreciation of 


his cooking a meal for them, they killed 
him and took the $200 he had saved to 
visit his aged mother in the East. 


After he had enlarged his band and 


committed two robberies in Fresno coun- 
ty, the state legislature empowered the 
governor to offer $1.1.000 for the capture 
of Vasquez. 
Then a ic ward of $8,000 


was offered for his capture alive and 
$6.000 dead. 


He transferred his field of operations 


to Los Angeles county, robbing stages 
with great assiduity until he learned that 
the ubiquitous Harry Morse had a force 
of deputies in that viunity, disguiaed as 
surveyors. He then suspended operations 
until Morse went home. 


After a futile parsuit of the bandit up 


Tujunga Pass, Sheriff Rowland of Los 
Angeles county concluded that any fur- 
(her quest in that manner was a waste 
of time. He ordered his subordinates to 
desist, nhich brought upon him loud and 
frequent complaints of his supposed in- 
action and inefficiency. 


At la-it he heard that Vasqucz was 


rusticating at the ranch of George Allen, 
otherwise ''Greek George," near Los An- 
geles. It seemed a propitious time and 
he selected a pos'-e conoisting of his under 
sheriff, a lawyer, a city eons)able, a 
policeman, a fcaloonman. the ehicf of 
polif-e, and the correspondent of a San 
I'Vanei-co nc\\-]>aper. 
HoiiUnd wished 


to accompany them, but was warned that 
if he was missed from the city, the game 
would break cover and fly. 


Allen's ivuiih iMio situated about ten 


miles due we=t of Los Angeles, at the base 
of a mountain, one of a series of semi- 
detached spurs. The dwelling house was 
an old adobe in the form of the letter L. 
In front of (he hou&e was a clump of 
willows grown up around a spring. At 
the, northern end of the building was a 
room used by Vasquez as a store-room 
nnd lookout. 
A window facing north 


hi forded him a lookout for miks toward 
the cast (toward to city) and for a good 
distance to the west. There was no chance 
for an ordinary surprise by ordinary 
horsemen from either direction.

house (the shank of the L) was user! as 
a dining-room, and n small apartment in 
the soiith end as a kitchen. 


The po.sso left Los Angeles at 1:30 


o'clock in the morning and at 4 a. in. 
arrived at the lawyer's bee-ranch, where 
they had breakfast. Three were sent for- 
ward to reeonnoiter with a field glass, 
but were delayed for hours by a heavy, 
fog. They saw both Vasquez and Chavez, 
and two of them set out after Chavez^ 
who had ridden far afield on horsebaek» 
The other returned to report to Ms eon* 
rades. 


At this juncture a providential thing 


occurred. A native Cahfornian drove up 
from the direction of Allen's ranch i» 
a box-wagon. The driver was ordered to 
turn about while the members of the 
pos&e lay down in the bottom of flic 
wagon and then drive back to Greet 
George's and as close to the house ae 
possible. He was warned that if he made 
a sign his life would pay for it. 


The house was attained, and in a roe*. 


xnent the men were out of the wagon and 
on foot, with guns and rifles cocked S&2 
ready for whatever might offer.' Two 
went to the western side of the house, 
and four to the southern, passing around 
the eastern end. The foremost of these 
had hardly come to the door leading into 
the dining-room when a woman partly, 
opened it. 
Seeing the armed quartette, 


she screamed and tried to close the door. 
The party bur-,t in. Policeman Harris in 
the lead, and saw Vasquez leap from the 
table and plunge through the door to tb« 
kitchen. 


Han-is was at his heels and Vascjvtezf

Vasquez stood for a second, apparently,

VaMjuess sought another direction, 
and was greeted with a fusillade of shots, 
Wounded, he fell, but recovered himself.

new and devastating type of girl 
whose movements, thought^ and 
actions—to say nothing of deeds

decided that anything Mr. Fitz- 
gerald might have to say on the 
subject would be worth hearing. 


So I hied myself down to Great 


Neck, Long Island, There in the 
cool of the afternoon, I vl&ited 
with the famous young author 
and tus family.

"Just before the war, a new 


type of girl had appeared in Eng- 
land. 
You remember Stephen 


McKenna's books, don't you? 
Well, most of his heroines were 
flappers. 
Then there was an 


outbreak of new heroines in Eng- 
I.ih life and letters. They want- 
ed 
independence. They loved 


danger, and 
were 
excitement- 


mad, and faintly neurotic. 
They 


realized that men were adamant 
to the suffragette type, therefore 
they stopped 
bombing 
Prime 


Ministers. But they showed their 
independent spirit in other ways. 
They discussed 
subjects which 


had hitherto been considered ta- 
boo for women; they lived inde- 
pendently of the r families; they 
were to be seen everywhere un- 
chaperoned. In 
short, 
having 


decided that unto each person 
life v>as an individual law, they 
did as they pleased. When their 
actions began to arouse com- 
ment, they increased their dar- 
ing. 


"When the war came on they 


had a new outlet for their en- 
ei sty. 
Of course by this time, 


thib type had drilled Into Amer- 
ica. I had no idea of or.ginating

"Then Freud came into ex- 


istence. 
Ho has had the widest 


influence on the younger genera- 
tion.

I remember 
a girl—one of the nicest girls I 
ever knew. She had never heard 
of Freud, but she had begun to 
ask questions.. We talked one 
evening, and she informed me 
tnat whether by hearing other 
girls talk, or by analyzing her 
own u/ihapp.ness, she had dis- 
covered herself to be a victim 
of suppressed instinct."

Removing the Cemeteries 


The poroposilion to remove the abandoned 


cemeteries has come to issue, having been dis- 
cussed for a lout: time. The Cemeteries Protec- 
tive Association is behind a general opposition, 
and was represented by counsel at last Monday's 
session of the municipal board; but special ob- 
jection is made by the Archbishop of San Fran- 
cisco to Ihe removal of Calvary cemetery, and 
he was also represented by counsel.

How it will be decided can- 
not be foreseen, for undoubtedly the matter wiii 
be taken into court, and may invade the politics 
of the city.

EVENTS OF THE WEEK 


FOREIGN TRADE STIMULUS. 


A surprising increase in interest in forp'ijjii 


trade possibilities is evidenced by the ava- 
lanrhe of inquiries received by the Department 
of Commerce concerning foreign markets. 
Business men at far Inland points, miles from 
the seaboard, are adding to the record breaking 
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volume of mail of tln« character, according ,n Mexlco ^^ have been fl|Her_ 
to Pr. Julius Klein, Director of the Bureau em. 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce. 


During February 1024, the increase In the 


number of inquiries received from actual and 
prospective exporters was 30 per cent over 
February of H>23 and 130 per cent over Feb- 
ruary 1922. In the first two weeks of this 
February over 49.000 inquiries were received, 
asking about markets for practically every 
known commodity. 
On the West Coast the 


interest ^as naturally centered in the Far 
East and Latin American countries, although 
many letters were sent from this part of the 
country regarding European sales possibilities. 


With the prospects of such a large business 


this year it is timely to review what was done 
a year ago. Foreign commerce of the Pacific \ 
Coa,--t Customs Districts of Washington, Ore 
gon, San Francisco, Los Angeles, and San 
Diego in 1023 totaled §£40,224.000, wiili the 
imports exceeding the exports hy nearly ^tua,- 
000,000. As compared with the preceding year 
the imports increased nearly £00,000.000 and 
the exports abont ?o9,000,000, showing the 
trend which is fun'.ier indicated by the in 
qniries seni to the Department of Commerce 
by the Ameiican manufacturers.

design, material and construction. 
The airplanes 
were designed by 


Donald Douglas and constructed 
entirely at the plant of the Douglas 
Company. Santa 
Monica, 
Calif. 


Douglas ranks as one of the fore- 
most aeronautical engineers in the 
United States, being known espe- 
cially for his design of 
heavy 


weight-carrying airplanes for com- 
mercial and bombing purposes. 


The Douglas World Cruisers, as 


they are known, are designed as 
both land and water types, being 
readily convertible by the inter- 
changeable feature of wheels and 
pontoons. Construction of the fuse- 
lage is entirely of duraluminum. 
Wings are of wood and fabric. The 
engine is of the Liberty type, with 
latest improvements. 


In the Round-the-World squad- 


ron will be four Douglas Cruisers. 
Scattered at various points around 
the globe will be the equivalent, in 
parts, of 15 extra Liberty engines 
and about 2uG per cent replace- 
ments in the airplanes themselves. 
At points along: the route where 
flying will be entirely over water, 
14 .extra sets of pontoons have 
been' stored.

Major Frederick L. Martin is a 


native of Indiana; born on Novem- 
ber 26, 1882. He was graduated in 
mechanical engineering from Pur- 
due University; commissioned sec- 
ond lieutenant In the Coast' Artil- 
lery Corps September 25, 1908; 
promoted first lieutenant March 
11, 1911, and captain July 1, 1916. 
On July 1, 1920, he was transferred 
to the Army Air Service with the 
rank of major. He is a graduate of 
the Coast Artillery School, Class of 
1913. During the World War he 
was detailed to the Aviation Serv- 
ice and served in Washington. D. 
C., and overseas in connection with 
supply matters. He received his 
flying training at Boiling Field, 
Anacostla, D. C., and at Carlstrom 
Field, Arcadia, Florida.

Lieutenant Lowell H. Smith was

Completing his flying training he 
was commissioned a first lieutenant

Participating 
in the Transcontinental Reliability 
and Endurance Contest from New 
York to San Francisco In 1919. he 
was ahead of all the contestants 
from the West Coast to Chicago, 
where an unavoidable delay de- 
prived him of an opportunity to 
win. He particularly distinguished 
himself in the work of the airplane

out 


through California and Washing- 
ton during the fire seasons of 1920 
and 1921. He was practically In 
charge of this -work, which resulted 
in the saving: to the government of 
millions of dollars in timber, as 
well as protecting large holdings of 
private owners. Lieutenant Smith 
flew one of the Army airplanes in 
the Liberty Engine Builders' Race 
at St. Louis in October, 1923, in 
which event he finished third. He 
gained considerable fame in 1923. 
when he and Lieutenant Richter 
carried out a non-stop refueling 
airplane flight for a duration of 
over 36 hours. In connection with 
these tests he later carried out a 
non-stop flight from the Canadian 
io the Mexican border, his plane 
being twice refueled In the air dur- 
ing the flight.

FLYERS OF EXPERIENCE. 
Lieutenant Erik H. Nelson, Air 


Service, was born at Stockholm, 
Sweden, June 12, 1SS8. He was by 
profession an aeronautical motor 
expert, and prior to his entry into 
the military service had 
seven 


years' experience in the United 


Service. He served in the A. E. F. 
in France from August. 1918, until 
July, 1919, during which time he 
acted as test pilot. Instructor, and 
then as commanding officer of the I 
120th Aero Squadron at one of the 
large American training centers In 
France. After the Armistice he was 
on duty in the Technical Informa- 
tion Section of the Air Service in 
Paris.
